Ministry  of  Health  Bulletin  to  Pharmacists. 

— We  have  received  from  the  Ministry  of 
Health  a  press  copy  of  its  "  Health  Education 
Supplement,"  which,  we  understand,  is  to 
be  issued  quarterly.

Statement  on  Employee  Organisation. — 

The  following  statement  has  been  issued 
jointly  by  the  Association  of  Pharma- 
ceutical Employees  (a  section  of  the 
National  Amalgamated  Union  of  Shop 
Assistants,  Warehousemen  and  Clerks),  the 
National  Union  of  Distributive  and  Allied 
Workers,  and  the  Association  of  Scientific 
Workers.  The  three  employee  organisations 
named  above  recognise  the  importance  of 
facilitating  employee  organisation  in  retail 
pharmacy.  They  have  mutually  agreed  on 
future  policy  as  to  their  relationships  one

with  another,  and  in  furtherance  of  this 
policy  they  have  established  a  joint  con- 
sultative committee,  representative  of  the 
three  organisations,  for  the  purpose  of 
promoting  joint  action  on  matters  of 
common  interest  in  retail  pharmacy. 

Education  Bill. — The  Education  Bill 
introduced  into  the  House  of  Commons 
recently  by  Mr.  R.  A.  Butler  (President 
of  the  Board  of  Education)  includes  provi- 
sions laying  upon  local  education  authori- 
ties the  duty  of  providing  adequate  facilities 
for  technical  and  commercial  education. 
Authorities  will  be  required  to  submit 
schemes,  after  consulation  with  universities, 
educational  associations,  and  neighbouring 
authorities  and,  when  the  schemes  are 
approved  by  the  Minister,  to  put  them  into 
effect.  Local  authorities  will  be  required 
to  make  provision  in  young  people's  colleges 
for  the  part-time  education  in  working  hours 
of  young  persons  up  to  the  age  of  eighteen, 
who  will  be  obliged  to  attend  on  one  whole 
day  or  two  half  days  for  forty-four  weeks  in 
each  year,  or,  where  continuous  attendance 
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is  more  suitable,  for  a  continuous  period  of 
eight  weeks,  or  two  periods  of  four  weeks 
annually.  Each  young  person  will  be  re- 
quired to  keep  the  local  education  authority 
informed  of  his  address,  and  employers  will 
be  required  to  inform  the  authority  when 
young  persons  enter  or  leave  their  employ- 
ment. Another  clause  empowers  local 
education  authorities  to  prohibit  or  restrict 
the  employment  of  children  attending 
county,  auxiliary  or  special  schools  where 
it  would  be  prejudicial  to  the  children's 
health  or  education.  Provision  is  made  that 
the  period  during  which  a  young  person  is 
required  to  attend  a  young  people's  college 
shall  be  treated  as  hours  of  employment, 
for  the  purposes  both  of  any  enactment 
relating  to  hours  of  employment  in  a  par- 
ticular occupation  and  of  any  agreement 
or  enactment  relating  to  overtime  pay. 

Red  Squill  from  North  Africa. — A  cargo 
of  red  squill  has  arrived  from  North  Africa 
for  use  in  the  manufacture  of  rat  poison. 
Further  consignments  will  probably  follow. 

Inquest. — A  verdict  of  suicide  was  re- 
turned at  Barrow-in-Furness,  recently,  on 
Mrs.  Mary  Ellen  Lloyd,  who  died  at  North 
Lonsdale  Hospital  from  poisoning  by  carbolic 
acid  taken  on  December  n,  1943. 

Eire  Army  Pharmacists'  Promotions. — 

The  Command  Pharmaceutical  Chemists  in 
the  Irish  Army  who  held  the  rank  of  First 
Lieutenants  have  recently  been  promoted 
Captains.  They  are  Messrs.  A.  F.  Roche, 
G.  O'Donnell,  W.  Creaven,  and  J.  Slattery. 

Northern  Camera  Club. — The  opening 
dinner  of  the  Northern  Camera  Club,  which 
has  been  founded  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
moting facilities  for  research  workers  and 
designers  in  photography,  was  held  at  the 
Club's  premises,  High  Street,  Chorlton-on- 
Medlock,  Manchester,  recently. 

Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists.— Two  colour 
films  on  "The  Technique  of  the  Irrigation 
Envelope  Treatment"  were  shown  to  the 
Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists  in  London 
recently.  Screening  of  the  films  was 
preceded  by  a  ten-minutes'  introduction, 
and  a  commentary  was  given  whilst  the 
films  were  in  progress.  In  the  unavoidable 
absence  of  the  president  and  vice-president, 
the  chair  was  occupied  by  Mr.  F.  B.  Royal. 

Deputation  Seeks  Research  Grant. — Led 

by  Lord  Samuel,  a  deputation  from  the 
Parliamentary  and  Scientific  Committee 
approached  members  of  the  Cabinet  recently 
to  ask  for  a  "token"  grant  in  the  next 
Budget  of  a  further  ^1,000,000  for  the  pur- 
poses of  extending  research  work  at  the 


universities,  and  for  training  scientists 
Among  those  who  spoke  for  the  deputation 
were  Lord  Hinchinbrooke,  Captain  Plugge 
Dr.  W.  R.  Wooldridge,  Professor  A 
Findlay,  Dr.  J.  A.  Crowther,  Mr.  J.  G 
Bennett,  Dr.  Maxwell  Garnett,  and  Lord 
Winster.  Cabinet  Ministers  who  received 
the  deputation  included  Mr.  C.  R.  Attlee 
(Lord  President  of  the  Council),  Sir  John 
Anderson  (Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer) 
Lord  Cherwell  (Paymaster  General),  Mr 
Tom  Johnston  (Secretary  for  Scotland),  and 
Sir  William  Jowitt  (Minister  without  Port 
folio).  Mr.  Attlee  said  that  if  the  Govern 
ment  was  to  play  its  part  there  must  be 
equal  interest  and  activity  on  the  part  of 
industry  and  the  public.  It  was  no  use 
spending  money  on  scientific  work  unless 
it  was  properly  applied.  The  nation  must 
demand  and  recognise  the  need  for  research 
workers,  and  the  attitude  of  the  ordinary 
citizen  was  of  great  importance  in  this 
respect.  He  could  not  anticipate  the  Bud 
get,  but  he  believed  the  Treasury  was 
"sympathetically  inclined."  Plans  for 
science  held  a  high  place  in  the  minds  of  all 
members  of  the  Government. 

PARLIAMENTARY  NEWS 

Ergosterol  for  Arthritis. — Major  Lyons 
asked  the  Minister  of  Health  on  December 
16  whether  continuous  research  was  being 
made  into  the  cause  and  treatment  of 
arthritis;  and  whether  tests  had  been  or 
were  being  made  of  the  efficacy  of  electri- 
cally-activated ergosterol.  Mr.  Willink,  in 
reply,  said  he  was  not  aware  of  any  tests 
that  had  been  or  were  being  made  in  this 
country  of  the  efficacy  of  electrically 
activated  ergosterol,  but  he  was  makin 
inquiries  as  to  the  position  in  the  United 
States. 

Penicillin  Supplies. — In  a  written  answer 
on  December  1 6  to  questions  concerning  the 
manufacture  and  supply  of  penicillin,  it  was 
stated  that  arrangements  had  been  made 
to  produce  as  much  penicillin  as  possible 
There  was  at  present  only  a  small  quantity 
and  the  total  supply  would,  for  some  con 
siderable   time,    be   insufficient   to  mee 
Service  requirements.    Limited  quantities 
were,  however,  being  made  available,  in 
consultation  with  the  Ministry  of  Health 
and   the   Medical   Research   Council,  fo 
clinical  trials.  Efforts  would  also  be  made 
as  soon  as  circumstances  permitted,  t 
allocate   some   supplies   for  the  civilian 
population,   but  no  indication  could  be 
given  as  to  when  supplies  would  be  generall 
available. 
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TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 


I  A  Christmas  Number 

Though  not  so  styled,  your  last  week's 
\  issue  was  in  effect  a  Christmas  number,  and 
I  its  varied  contents  must  have  been  welcome 
I  to  all  your  readers.  In  a  limited  space  you 
found  room  for  a  well-documented  account 
of  William  Allen's  career,  for  Mr.  J.  Ross- 
Mansell's  vivacious  "Colonel  Blimp  and 
Mr.  A.  Blimp,  M.P.S.,"  and  for  "In  and 
|  Out  the  Coal  Hole."   The  last-named  is  a 
:  notably  successful  parody  in  a  manner  that 
[  most  of  us  regard  with  affection  as  well  as 
admiration,  the  manner  of  the  "Alice" 
|  books.    Students  of  literature  are  agreed 
that  up  to  a  point  the  composition  of  a 
l  parody  is  easy ;   but  to  be  worth  reading 
a  second  time  it  must  be  faithful  to  its 
original.    Some  of  the  parodies  of  Lewis 
\  Carroll  that  one  has  read  would  have 
justified  the  distinguished  author  in  adopt- 
ing very  unclerical  procedure :    "In  and 
Out  the  Coal  Hole"  passes  the  test  men- 
tioned,  and   others,   with  honours.  The 
reference  to  Sir  Humphry  Davy  and  the 
Royal  Institute  in  the  article  on  Allen  has 
an  additional  interest  because  of  the  part 
played  by  Davy  in  establishing  chemistry 
on  a  sound  basis.  He  was  a  tireless  experi- 
menter, and  showed  a  healthy  curiosity  on 
many  subjects."  In  the  correspondence  of 
the  poet  Southey  there  is  a  reference  to  him 
worth  recalling  in  illustration.   Writing  on 
September  24,  1799,  on  credulity  in  illness, 
Southey  records:    "Davy  put  a  thermo- 
meter into  the  mouth  of  a  patient  to 
ascertain  his  animal  heat.    A  few  days 
afterwards  the  man  came  to  him  :  '  Do  ye, 
Sir,  please  to  put  that  thing  in  my  mouth 
again;  nothing  ever  did  me  so  much  good, 
r  I  felt  myself  better  directly.'" 

Planning 

At  the  beginning  of  1944  our  thoughts 
naturally    turn    to    post-war    conditions : 

[j  though  we  cannot  foresee  much  or  far,  we 
must  plan  to  the  best  of  our  ability.  In  a 
speech  in  the  House  of  Lords  shortly  before 
Christmas,  the  Minister  of  Reconstruction 
invited  industrialists  to  make  "very  care- 
fully considered  proposals"  on  the  removal 
of  Government  controls  during  the  period 
of  transition  from  war  to  peace.  Every 
wise  business  man,  he  remarked,  made  his 
plans  from  two  to  five  years  ahead  of  his 
current  practice.  Lord  Woolton's  long 
business  experience  lends  special  impor- 

|  tance  to  this  invitation.  There  is  an  obvious 
temptation  for  commercial  authorities  to 
say  to  the  Government,  in  effect,  wLet  us 


know  what  priority  for  supplies  will  be 
granted  to  us,  and  we  can  then  tell  you  how 
soon  we  can  get  going."  In  that  case  the 
Government  might  hold  that  nothing  of 
the  kind  could  be  done  without  knowing 
approximately  the  needs  of  the  various 
industries,  and  an  impasse  would  result. 
It  seems  to  be  a  case  for  informal  consulta- 
tions between  those  qualified  to  give  sound 
opinions.  Passing  from  this  fundamental 
problem  to  those  of  retail  business,  it  is 
desirable  that  plans  should  include  a  deter- 
mination to  work  to  better  purpose  than 
before  the  war.  This  does  not  necessarily 
mean  working  harder,  but  means  cutting 
away  everything  in  the  nature  of  "dead 
wood."  My  recent  correspondence  includes 
references  to  orders  by  retailers  for  familiar 
solutions.  When  such  solutions  require  for 
their  preparation  the  precautions  prescribed 
in  Addendum  IV  of  the  British  Pharma- 
copoeia, the  procedure  is  understandable  if 
chemists  are  without  facilities. 

A  Treasurer's  Obiter  Dicta 

The  treasurer  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  appears  to  have  been  unduly 
modest  when  answering  questions  at  Leeds 
recently  (C.&D.,  December 25, 1943,  p.  654). 
As  reported,  he  put  up  a  poor  case  for 
co-option  to  the  Council  when  he  stated 
that  it  was  not  "of  itself"  a  democratic 
method  of  filling  a  casual  vacancy.  "  Demo- 
cratic," like  "Mesopotamia,"  belongs  to  a 
class  of  words  that  can  exercise  a  hypnotic 
effect  on  unthinking  hearers.  The  by-laws 
of  the  Society  could,  of  course,  be  changed 
so  as  to  provide  a  different  procedure  when 
a  councillor  dies  or  retires  during  a  term  of 
office ;  but  what  alternative  was  in  the 
questioner's  mind?  Is  it  suggested  that  in 
such  cases  a  by-election  should  take  place, 
at  a  cost  that  would  mean  •  much  in  the 
present  state  of  the  Society's  finances  ?  As 
is  well  known,  a  co-opted  councillor  holds 
the  seat  for  only  so  long  as  the  member 
vacating  it  would  have  held  it  till  retire- 
ment in  rotation,  possibly  a  period  of  only 
a  few  months.  Nor  was  Mr.  Shaw  happily 
inspired  when  he  declared  that  the  Society 
was  not  a  "learned  society."  Is  his  con- 
tention that  the  Society  is  an  unlearned 
society?  The  treasurer's  arithmetic  as 
applied  to  the  increased  fees  is  too  abstruse 
for  me  to  grasp.  I  gather  that  he  has  found 
a  way  of  making  3s.  do  the  work  of  8s.  6d. ; 
if  so,  it  is  "a  consummation  devoutly  to  be 
wished" — a  quotation  so  familiar  that  I 
need  not  indicate  its  source.  Xroyser 
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Toilet  Preparations  Charges. — At  Barn- 
staple borough  police  court,  recently, 
Barnett  Davis,  16  Albemarle  Street, 
London,  W.i,  trading  as  Barneys,  88  High 
Street,  Barnstaple,  was  committed  to  the 
Quarter  Sessions  on  charges  of  supplying 
controlled  goods  (lipstick)  to  a  Board  of 
Trade  inspector  without  a  label  bearing 
the  name  and  address  of  the  manufacturer. 
Evelyn  Ellis,  manageress,  was  summoned 
for  aiding  and  abetting.  It  was  stated  that 
goods  were  offered  for  sale  as  "bombed-out 
salvage  goods."  An  inspector  of  the  Board 
of  Trade  visited  the.  premises  and  placed 
the  value  of  toilet  preparations  in  stock  as 
between  ^3,000  and  ^4,000.  The  manageress 
produced  two  invoices  both  bearing  the 
name  "Elizabeth  West  and  Valerie  Lee, 
sole  proprietor,  B.  Davis,  Russian."  Davis 
was  allowed  bail  in  ^250  and  two  sureties 
of  £100  each,  and  Ellis  in  ^100  and  one 
surety  of  £100.

I  welcome  the  opportunity  as  first  Chair- 
man of  the  Retail  Pharmacy  National 
Joint  Industrial  Council  of  sending  a  mes- 
sage to  all  concerned  in  this  new  develop- 
ment in  the  organisation  of  pharmacy. 
Employers  and  employees  will  all  be  looking 
to  the  Council  for  early  pronouncements  on 
wages,  hours  and  conditions  of  labour,  but 
before  anything  can  be  published  in  that 
connexion  the  Council  will  have  to  inquire 
into  and  consider  very  carefully  the  existing 
conditions,  and  more  particularly  the  possi- 
ble post-war  conditions  of  retail  pharmacy. 
I  ask  on  behalf  of  the  Council  all  those 
interested  in  its  work  to  be  patient.  I  am 
sure  that  in  due  course  it  can  and  will  prpve 
to  be  of  immense  value  in  stabilising  the 
position  of  employees  and  in  placing  phar- 
macy on  a  sounder  economic  basis  from 
both  the  employers'  and  the  employees' 
point  of  view. 

The  initiative  in  the  formation  of  this 
Council  came  from  the  employees,  sup- 
ported by  the  Ministry  of  Labour,  but  it 
is  a  voluntary  body,  established  because  all 
parties  are  now  satisfied  that  there  is  Work 
to  be  done  which  can  be  accomplished  in 
no  other  way.  The  Parliamentary  Secretary

The  Scottish  Pharmaceutical 
Federation 

We  are  now  on  the  threshold  of  another 
year  and  well  into  the  fifth  year  of  the 
second  world-wide  upheaval.  The  coming 
of  peace  will  bring  about,  sooner  or  later, 
many  changes,  both  national  and  inter- 
national. Never  in  the  history  of  British 
pharmacy  have  chemists  been  confronted 
with  the  possibility  of  so  great  a  fundamental 
change  as  is  foreshadowed  in  the  Beveridge 
Report  by  the  setting  up  of  a  State  Medical 
Service.  If  pharmacists  are  to  hope  and 
expect  that,  so  far  as  the  dispensing  of 
prescriptions  and  the  supply  of  drugs  are 
concerned,  there  will  be  no  change,  it  is 
essential  that  (i)  all  branches  of  pharmacy 
must  be  united  in  this  desire  and  (2)  each 
individual  pharmacist  must  put  his  house 
in  order.  Until  the  White  Paper  is  placed 
before  Parliament  our  position  remains 
obscure.  Nevertheless,  like  the  fishermen 
in  the  close  season,  we  must  be  "mending 
our  nets."  The  Services,  and  other  war 
work,  have  depleted  the  staffs  in  almost 
every  shop  in  the  country,  and  those  left 
to  carry  the  extra  burden  have  risen  to  the 
occasion.  Should,  however,  any  serious 
epidemic  occur,  those  remaining  would 
certainly  feel  the  strain,  and  any  further 
call-up  of  personnel  might  prove  disastrous. 
No  doubt  this  point  has  been  brought  to 
the  notice  of  the  Minister  of  Health. 
Notwithstanding  the  strain  of  the  war 
years,  pharmacists  have  rendered  a  high 
standard  of  service  to  the  public,  and  they 
can  be  relied  upon  to  continue  that  same 
high  standard  in  the  coming  year.

Suppose,  for  example,  that 
instead  of  concerning  ourselves  with  demands 
for  Royal  Commissions  and  pharmaceutical 
legislation  we  were  to  see  what  could  be  done 
by  means  of  negotiations  with  those  who  have 
similar  interests  to  our  own." 
It  is  vital  that  all  those  interested  in  the 
maintenance  of  the  legitimate  drug  trade 
should  devise  machinery  for  co-operation 
and  mutual  support,  dealing  with  their 
own  problems  within  the  trade,  and  not 
allowing  matters  to  drift,  or  relying  upon 
outside  assistance.

Professor  Stoll,  while  accepting  the  honour 
of  the  award,  did  not  accept  the  prize  itself, 
but  presented  it  to  other  foundations. 
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$The  fact  that  goods  made  of  raw  materials 
in  short  supply  owing  to  war  conditions  are 
advertised  in  this  paper  or  described  in  its 
editorial  columns  should  not  be  taken  as  an 
'indication  that  they  are  necessarily  available 
for  export. 


The  Coming  Year 

fife  the  close  of  1940,  due  to  the  increasing 
need  to  save  paper,  we  invited  leaders  of 
the  professional  and  trade  organisations 
connected  with  the  drug  trade  to  send  in 
for  publication  in  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  a  New  Year  greeting  message  to 
their  members  and  the  trade  generally. 
[This  economical  and  widespread  method  of 
sending  greetings  was  appreciated,  and 
nineteen  organisations  responded.  This 
:year  we  are  proud  to  publish  twenty-nine 
greeting  messages  representative  of  every 
section  of  pharmacy  and  the  drug  and  allied 
trades;  manufacturing,  wholesale  dis- 
tributing and  retail,  of  employers  and  em- 
ployees. Each  week  throughout  the  diffi- 
cult war  years  we  have  publicised  the 
activities  of  these  organisations,  and  the 
interests  they  represent,  in  addition  to 
providing  a  weekly  review  of  drug  trade 
news,  but  it  is  a  particular  pleasure  to  us 
to  act  as  the  medium  for  all  sections  and 
interests  of  the  drug  trade  by  circulating 
these  personal  messages. 

On  national  affairs,  even  more  than  in 
former  years — and  with  every  justification 
— there  is  a  strong  vein  running  through 
the  greeting  messages  of  full  confidence  in 


the  complete  victory  of  the  allied  nations. 
In  their  references  to  professional  and  trade 
conditions  in  the  future,  while  realising 
there  are  difficulties  ahead  and  that  in 
many  respects  conditions  are  likely  to 
change,  the  leaders  of  the  various  organisa- 
tions look  forward  to  an  era  when  pharmacy 
will  have  regained  much  of  its  former 
prestige,  and  the  services  of  the  pharmacist 
due  recognition. 

With  a  clear  vision  of  peace  in  the  coming 
year  and  with  great  tasks  ahead,  we  wish 
all  our  readers  health,  progress  and  con- 
tentment. 

Financing  of  Research 

A  deputation  from  the  Parliamentary  and 
Scientific  Committee,  on  December  16,  1943, 
urged  members  of  the  Government  (see 
p.  2)  to  make  a  "token"  grant  in  the  next 
Budget  of  another  ^1,000,000  so  that  the 
universities  could  plan  extensions  of  their 
work  and  increased  training  of  scientists. 
The  last  time  specific  figures  for  expenditure 
on  research  were  mentioned  was  in  October 
1943,  when  the  same  Committee  recom- 
mended that  ^10,000,000  should  be  spent 
in  the  first  five  post-war  years  on  buildings 
and  equipment  for  research,  and  that  the 
annual  grant  to  the  Universities,  out  of 
which  the  costs  of  teaching  and  research  are 
made,  should  be  raised  from  ^2,250,000  to 
^7,000,000.  By  what  yardstick  should  the 
sum  spent  on  research  be  measured  ?  In 
view  of  informed  statements,  such  as  that 
by  Mr.  Samuel  Courtauld,  in  "The  Times" 
on  November  1,  1943,  that  expenditure  on 
research  is  at  present  several  times  as  high 
in  the  United  States  and  Soviet  Russia  as 
in  this  country,  it  is  opportune  to  examine 
how  research  is  organised  in  those  countries, 
and  particularly  how  it  is  financed. 

United  States 

It  is  known  that  at  the  present  time  the 
U.S.  Office  of  Scientific  Research  and 
Development,  which  is  a  department  of  the 
Federal  Government,  is  spending  more  than 
a  billion  dollars  (say  ^250  million)  annually, 
or  about  ten  times  as  much  as  in  peace-time. 
Even  were  the  U.S.  Government  expendi- 
ture on  research  to  shrink  to  its  pre-war 
dimensions  of  $100  millions,  it  would  still 
be  3 -5 7  times  the  British  post-war  figure 
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quoted  above,  for  a  population  approxi- 
mately three  times  that  of  this  country. 
The  American  colleges  have  been  very 
largely  turned  over  to  research  on  new  ways 
of  fighting,  and  the  national  Roster  of 
Scientific  and  Specialised  Personnel  lists  as 
many  as  640,000  scientists,  while  the 
National  Inventors'  Council  has,  since  the 
United  States  entered  the  war,  inspected 
150,000  inventive  ideas.  These  figures  are 
presumably  exclusive  of  research  work 
carried  on  by  independent  industrial  organ- 
isations. While  qualitatively  similar  to 
private  research  work  carried  on  in  this 
country,  this  is  known  to  be  on  a  very  much 
wider  scale,  though  difficult  to  compute  in 
actual  figures. 

Soviet  Russia 

The  peculiar  and  very  special  place  which 
science  has  in  the  Soviet  organisation  was 
described  by  Mr.  J.  G.  Crowther  (secretary, 
Science  Committee,  British  Council)  before 
the  Society  of  Arts  on  April  14,  1943. 
Because  of  the  status  of  science  in  Soviet 
philosophy,  its  practical  value  in  raising 
the  standard  of  living,  and,  finally  but  not 
least  important,  its  military  value,  research 
has  beerr  made  the  very  foundation  of 
culture  arid  education  in  the  U.S.S.R.  In 
this  respect  it  is  in  contrast  to  the  tradi- 
tional Western  philosophy,  which  regards 
science  as  "external,  detached,  and  even 
supernatural."  Lenin  himself  devoted  much 
attention  to  the  application  of  science  to 
society  and  industry,  and  asked  the  Academy 
of  Sciences  to  study  the  problem,  particu- 
larly in  regard  to  electrification.  As  a  result 
there  was  founded  in  191 8  the  Physico- 
Technical  Institute  at  Leningrad ;  later 
this  was  enormously  expanded  by  the  erec- 
tion of  many  new  laboratories,  with  corre- 
spondingly more  numerous  students;  and, 
as  a  direct  outcome,  hundreds  of  similar 
institutes  were  established  throughout 
Soviet  territory,  each  costing  at  least 
^100,000,  and  staffed  mainly  from  the 
original  Institute  at  Leningrad. 

Great  Britain 

It  will  be  generally  conceded  that  expendi- 
ture on  research  in  this  country  should  not 
lag  behind,  population  for  population,  that 
of  any  other  country.  So  far  as  private 
research  is  concerned,  there  has  been  a 


tendency  in  the  past  for  research  carried  out 
by  industrial  organisations  in  this  country 
to  be  kept  far  too  secret.  It  is  natural  that 
a  firm  should  wish  to  derive  the  maximum 
.  benefits  from  its  own  enterprise,  but  Ameri- 
can experience  suggests  that  greater  pooling 
of  researches  widens  the  potential  market 
and  brings  greater  ultimate  benefits.  What- 
ever has  been  spent  in  the  past,  most  of 
the  larger  concerns  in  this  country  can  still 
afford  to  spend  much  more  on  research  work 
than  they  are  doing,  while  smaller  busi- 
nesses, to  many  of  which  direct  research 
work  is  out  of  the  question,  can  combine 
much  more  in  the  financing  of  research 
associations  for  the  good  of  all.  Present 
expenditure  on  such  associations  is  esti- 
mated at  between  ^800,000  and  ^1,000,000 
per  annum,  including  grants  amounting  to 
^200,000  from  the  Government.  Consider- 
ably larger  sums  might  profitably  be  ad- 
vanced from  both  sides. 

Side  by  side  with  greater  expenditure, 
however,  certain  changes  will  have  to  be 
brought  about  in  the  training  of  scientists 
and  in  the  esteem  in  which  they  are  held. 
This  country  has  produced  some  of  the  most 
brilliant  research  work  of  the  "pure"  type, 
but  has  frequently  failed,  where  others 
have  succeeded,  in  applying  it  to  industrial 
uses.  What  is  wanted  is,  first,  a  greater 
financial  and  social  recognition  .by  indus- 
trialists of  the  value  of  the  scientist's  work, 
and  secondly,  a  readier  interchange  between 
purely  academic  and  purely  industrial 
research  institutions. 

"  Quota  "  Drugs  in  Scotland 

Wholesalers  in  Scotland  are  complaining 
that  representatives  of  various  proprietary 
medicine  firms  are  seeking  to  buy  up  large 
supplies  of  "quota"  drugs,  and  offering 
high  prices  for  spot  cash.  It  is  to  the  credit 
of  wholesalers  that  these  gentlemen  arc 
invariably  asked  to  "close  the  door  on  the 
other  side."  The  wholesale  chemist  knows 
his  regular  customers  and  has  throughout 
supplied  them  to  the  best  of  his  ability  and 
will  not  supply  others  even  when  a  "bait" 
is  offered.  This  attitude  is  right.  It  con- 
serves these  drugs  for  purely  pharmaceutical 
needs  and  curtails  supplies  of  proprietaries 
to  bazaars,  etc.

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NEW  TOILET  PREPARATIONS  ORDER 


The  Board  of  Trade  announces  that  the 
Toilet  Preparations  (No.  4)  Order,  1943 
(S.  R.  &  O.,  1943,  No.  1683),  which  amends 
the  Toilet  Preparations  (No.  3)  Order, 
1943,  and  comes  into  force  on  January  1, 
1944^  is  now  on  sale. 

1.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  new  Order,  the 
prohibition,  due  to  come  into  force  on  March 
1,  1944,  on  the  supply  of  brilliantine  and  other 
hair  preparations  containing  petroleum  pro- 
ducts, is  removed.  Registered  manufacturers 
are  now  permitted  to  make  and  supply  these 
preparations  under  licence  in  the  same  way  as 
other  controlled  goods,  and  without  jrestriction 
to  the  Merchant  Navy  Supply  Association, 
Ltd. ;  unregistered  manufacturers  who  are 
entitled  to  supply,  controlled  goods  of  their  own 
manufacture  to  a  value  not  exceeding  £41  13s.  4d. 
per  month  may  include  hair  preparations  in 
these  supplies.  Traders  are  reminded  that, 
after  December  31,  1943,  no  person  may  supply 
controlled  goods  comprising  more  than  one  part 
in  200  (calculated  by  weight)  of  acetone  or  any 
other  of  the  prohibited  solvents  specified  in  the 
first  schedule  of  the  No.  3  Order.  (Persons 
using  such  preparations  in  the  course  of  their 
business,  e.g.,  in  a  beauty  parlour,  are  considered 
to  supply,  even  if  no  separate  charge  is  made). 

2.  (a)  Except  under  licence,  unregistered 
manufacturers  may  only  supply  toilet  prepara- 
tions of  their  own  manufacture  by  retail  sale 
on  the  premises  where  the  goods  are  made ;  or 
by  using  the  preparations  in  the  course  of  their 
business  (e.g.,  hairdressers  in  their  saloons). 
The  value  of  goods  so  used  must  be  counted 
against  the  permitted  total  of  £41  13s.  4d.  per 
month,  and  is  to  be  computed  by  reference  to 
the  open  market  value  of  the  total  quantity 
used  in  each  month. 

(b)  Wholesalers  may  not:  (i)  Buy  toilet 
preparations  if,  at  the  date  of  purchase,  the 
manufacturer's  name  is  not  on  the  register, 
unless  the  manufacturer  holds  a  licence  to  sell 
otherwise  than  by  retail,  and  quotes  the  number 
of  his  licence  in  a  signed  endorsement  on  the 
invoice  in  the  form  set  out  in  the  order;  or 
(ii)  supply  toilet  preparations  except  under 
licence  if,  at  the  date  of  supply,  the  manufac- 
turer's name  is  not  on  the  register. 

(c)  Retailers  may  not  buy  toilet  preparations 
if,  at  the  date  of  purchase,  the  manufacturer's 
name  is  not  on  the  register,  unless  the  seller 
holds  a  licence  to  sell  and  quotes  the  licence 
number  on  his  invoice  as  above. 

The  Toilet  Preparations  Register  has  been 
revised  and  will  be  on  sale  on  January  1,  1944. 

3.  The  declarations  which  must  be  obtained, 
by  persons  supplying  material  for  toilet  pre- 
parations, from  customers  who  are  not  regis- 
tered manufacturers,  must  be  received  before 
any  supplies  are  made,  but  only  one  declaration 
need  be  obtained  from  each  purchaser. 

4.  Toilet  preparations  commonly  described  as 
curative  or  alleviating  are  controlled. 

5.  Calamine  lotion  N.W.F.  is  no  longer  con- 
trolled. 


6.  Returns:  Paragraphs  (2)  and  (3)  of 
Article  11  of  the  Order  require  persons  whose 
names  were,  on  August  31,  1943,  included  in 
Part  I  of  the  Toilet  Preparations  Register  to 
furnish  a  return  on  Form  TP/4,  relating  to 
controlled  goods  of  their  own  manufacture- 
supplied  by  them  during  the  periods  June  1, 
1939,  to  May  31,  1940,  and  January  1  to 
August  31,  1943;  and  requiring  persons  whose 
names  are  from  time  to  time  included  in  Part  I 
of  that  register  to  furnish  periodical  returns 
on  Form  TP/5  relating  to  controlled  goods  of 
their  own  manufacture  supplied  by  them  from 
September  1  to  December  31,  1943,  and  there- 
after during  each  subsequent  period  of  six 
months.  The  returns  should  be  sent  to  the 
Chief  Accountant,  Board  of  Trade,  North  Gate, 
Prince  Albert  Road,  London,  N.W.8,  on  Form 
TP/4,  and  the  first  return  on  Form  TP/5  must 
be  sent  before  February  29,  1944.  Subsequent 
returns  on  Form  TP/5  must  be  sent  during  the 
month  after  the  end  of  the  period  to  which  they 
relate.  A  copy  of  the  appropriate  Form  will  be' 
sent  to  each  registered  person  concerned,  but 
any  such  person  who  has  not  received  a  copy 
of  Form  TP/5  for  submission  of  the  first  return 
thereon  by  January  31,  1944,  should,  immedi- 
ately after  those  dates,  apply  for  one  to  the 
Chief  Accountant  at  the  address  given  above. 
Copies  of  Form  TP/5  for  subsequent  returns 
will  be  sent  immediately  before  the  end  of  the 
period  to  which  they  relate,  and  any  person 
concerned  who  has  not  then  received  a  copy 
should  make  similar  application  for  one.  The 
returns  on  Form  TP/5,  which  also  ask  for 
information  as  to  employment,  replace  the 
quarterly  returns  previously  required  by  Article 
11  (2)  of  the  Toilet  Preparations  (No.  3)  Order, 
1943-

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MARKET  REVIEW  FOR  1943 


The  past  week's  trading  in  the  London 
drug  and  chemical  markets  brings  to  a  close 
a  period  of  activity  much  reduced  when 
compared    with   pre-war    standards  but, 
nevertheless,  reasonably  satisfactory  in  view 
|of  prevailing  conditions.   A  certain  steadi- 
'  ness,  less  apparent  in  the  previous  war 
[years,  has  characterised  business  during  the 
past  twelve  months,  and  while  supplies 
have  not  been  plentiful,  most  users  have 
been  able  to  obtain  a  fair  proportion  of  their 
requirements.    There  still  remains  a  ten- 
dency for  consumers  of  crude  drugs  to  put 
through  inquiries  for  items  that  have  long 
|  since  disappeared  from  the  markets,  but 
which   have   apparently   only   just  been 
missed  by  some  users,  and  dealers  have 
spent  a  considerable  amount  of  time  and 

■  energy  in  replying  to  such  requests,  without 
\  any  tangible  return  for  their  efforts.  A 

feature  of  the  year's  trading  has  been  the 
activities  of  semi-official  buying  and  dis- 
tributing groups,  such  as  the  Botanical  Drug 
Importers'  and  Essential  Oil  Importers' 
Sections  of  the  London  Chamber  of  Com- 

■  merce,  which  have  done  much  valuable 
work  in  ensuring  fair  and  equitable  distribu- 
tion under  war-time  conditions.  With 
regard  to  'prices,  a  comparison  with  the 
rates  ruling  towards  the  end  of  1942  shows 
that  the  tendency  to  advance,  while  still 
apparent,  was  much  less  pronounced  during 
the  period  under  review.  Quite  a  number 
of  prices  are  little  different  from  those  ruling 
twelve  months  ago,  and  in  a  few  instances 
slightly  lower  rates  are  now  recorded. 

Stable  Conditions  in  Chemicals 

In  a  review  of  the  markets  during  1942 
(C.  D.,  January  9,  1943,  p.  44)  it  was 
stated  with  regard  to  pharmaceutical 
chemicals  that  "the  remarkable  stability 
of  prices  .  .  .  reflects  great  credit  on  the 
industry  as  a  whole,"  and  it  is  satisfactory 
to  note  that  these  conditions  have  again 
obtained  during  1943.  Some  price  changes 
have  occurred,  of  course,  from  time  to  time, 
but  the  number  of  products  involved  has 
been  a  small  percentage  of  the  total  goods 
handled  by  this  section  of  the  trade.  One 
general    change    occurred    in    the  price 

;  schedule  for  bismuth  salts  when,  early  in 
January,  an  all-round  advance  was  an- 
nounced, the  first  since  1940,  on  account  of 
rising  costs  of  production.  A  further  small 
advance,  affecting  only  bismuth  subgallate, 

1  was  notified  later  in  the  year.  A  new 
schedule^  of  increased  prices  for  caffeine 

Pvks   published   in   March,    and    a  small 


advance  in  makers'  prices  for  calcium 
gluconate  followed  some  months  later.  The 
basic  price  of  chemically-pure  glycerin  was 
advanced  by  5s.  per  cwt.  early  in  January, 
the  same  alteration  as  in  the  preceding  year. 
On  account  of  the  increased  costs  of  raw 
material  gallic  acid,  tannic  acid  ajid  pyro- 
gallic  acid  'became  dearer  during  August. 
An  advance  of  fourpence  per  lb.  was  notified 
in  June  for  iodoform,  but  other  iodine 
preparations  were  unaffected.  A  new 
schedule  was  issued  early  in  the  year  for 
mandelic  acid  salts.  Basic  prices  for  opium 
derivatives  were  substantially  increased  in 
June.  Potassium  nitrate  showed  an  advance 
during  the  period  under  review,  the  price 
being  increased  in  April  by  10s.  per  cwt. 
Home-trade  prices  for  santonin  were  twice 
revised,  in  April  and  July,  both  changes 
increasing  the  cost  to  the  user.  Higher  rates 
for  strychnine  salts  were  notified  by  makers 
during  January.  Among  the  prices  that 
have  been  reduced  during  the  year  are  the 
following :  Bromides  (February)  ;  cream  of 
tartar  and  tartaric  acid  (both  reduced  in 
April  and  August)  ;  and  vanillin,  which 
moved  down  by  is.  6d.  per  lb.  in  November, 
owing  to  the  lower  tendency  of  clove  oil.  A 
few  minor  adjustments  were  made  during 
the  year  in  the  home-sales  prices  of  a  num- 
ber of'  items,  principally  on  account  of 
increased  packing  charges,  but  in  no  instance 
was  the  basic  price  changed.  A  list  of 
revised  prices  for  pharmaceutical  chemicals 
imported  into  this  country  under  the  terms 
of  the  Lease-Lend  agreement  was  published 
in  November  (C.  6-  D,,  November  20,  p. 
528).  A  noticeable  decline  has  occurred  in 
the  number  of  control  orders  issued  during 
the  year  affecting  pharmaceutical  chemicals. 
The  control  of  quinine  was  considerably 
tightened  up  by  the  issue  of  the  Control  of 
Cinchona  and  Cinchona  Products  and 
Synthetic  Substances  (No.  2)  Order  (S.  R.  & 
O.,  1942,  No.  2668).  Maximum  prices  of 
certain  brands  of  zinc  oxide  were  increased 
under  the  Control  of  Non-ferrous  Metals 
(No.  12)  (Copper,  Lead  and  Zinc)  Order, 
1943  (S.  R.  &  O.,  1943,  No.  862),  on  account 
of  higher  costs  of  production  and  delivery. 

Steady  Business  in  Crude  Drugs 

A  glance  at  the  weekly  reports  in  this 
section  of  the  markets  makes  it  clear  that 
business,  while  on  a  substantially  decreased 
scale  as  compared  with  pre-war  years,  has 
at  least  remained  reasonably  steady  from 
week  to  week.  Dealers  in  crude  drugs  have 
been  constantly  faced  with  the  problem  of 
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meeting  demands  from  stocks  very  greatly 
reduced  as  a  result  of  war  conditions,  and 
in  many  instances  have  been  obliged  to 
confine  sales  to  approved  and  regular 
customers  only.  During  the  year  the 
Directorate  of  Medical  Supplies,  has  recom- 
mended the  issue  of  import  licences  for  a 
considerable  number  of  crude  drugs,  includ- 
ing podophyllum  root,  senna  pods  and 
leaves,  Mexican  scammony  root,  ergot,  male 
fern  root,  ephedra,  araroba,  Curacao  aloes 
and  calabar  'beans.  Importation  of  these 
products  has  been  arranged  through  regular 
importers  by  the  Botanical  Drug  Importers' 
Section  of  the  London  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, acting  on  behalf  of  the  Directorate 
of  Medical  Supplies.  The  usual  three- 
monthly  official  requests  for  particulars  of 
stocks  and  production  of  certain  drugs  have 
been  regularly  completed  by  dealers  and 
other  holders  of  supplies.  During  February 
the  Ministry  of  Supply  announced  the  distri- 
bution to  consumers,  for  pharmaceutical 
purposes  only,  of  a  considerable  quantity  of 
drugs  of  Russian  origin,  making  a  welcome 
addition  to  other  available  supplies.  Some 
200  tons  of  liquorice  root,  ten  tons  of 
buckthorn  bark  and  a  similar  quantity  of 
henbane  were  available  for  distribution  by 
importing  merchants  at  prices  fixed  by  the 
Ministry.  Some  few  weeks  later  the  Ministry- 
announced  the  first  of  two  distributions, 
again  for  pharmaceutical  purposes,  of 
approximately  65,000  lb.  of  dry  powdered 
cascara  sagrada  extract  imported  under 
Lease-Lend  arrangements ;  a  further  sup- 
ply, released  in  October,  amounted  to 
approximately  8,600  lb.  The  extract  con- 
formed to  the  amended  B.P.  standard  and 
was  sold  at  a  fixed  price.  A  scheme  for  the 
distribution  of  ipecacuanha  was  announced 
in  June  under  the  terms  of  which  all  sup- 
plies of  the  drug  would  be  imported  by  four 
named  firms  who  would  sell,  direct  or 
through  brokers,  to  distributors  who  quali- 
fied under  the  scheme.  These  distributors 
would  in  turn  sell  to  domestic  manufacturers 
under  certain  specified  conditions,  but  at 
the  end  of  the  year  very  little  ipecacuanha 
appeared  to  be  available,  although  request 
was  considerable. 

Control  of  Natural  Menthol 

The  most  important  general  order  issued 
during  the  year  affecting  crude  drugs  was 
that  concerned  with  the  control  of  natural 
menthol.  By  means  of  this  Order — the 
Natural  Menthol  (Maximum  Prices)  Order, 
1943  (S.  R.  &  O.,  1943,  No.  1285)— the 
Board  of  Trade,  at  the  request  of  the 
Ministry  of  Supply,  and  in  consultation 


with  the  Central  Price  Regulation  Com- 
mittee, fixed  maximum  prices  to  be  charged 
by  importers,  brokers  and  wholesalers  for 
natural  menthol.  Prices  of  natural  menthol 
had  shown  a  steady  increase  since  the 
beginning  of  the  war,  reaching,  in  January 
1943,  to  the  figure  of  75s.  per  lb.  A  rather 
steep  advance,  possibly  as  a  result  oi 
speculation,  occurred  during  1943,  and  by 
September,  when  the  Order  was  issued, 
115s.  per  lb.  was  being  asked  for  spot 
supplies,  against  11s.  6d.  per  lb.  in  Septem- 
ber 1939.  While  most  of  the  regulai 
merchants  handling  menthol  were  of  the 
opinion  that  some  control  over  the  price 
was  necessary  in  the  public  interest,  it  was 
suggested  that  the  Order  should  have  beer 
issued  rather  earlier  before  the  price  com- 
menced its  final  steep  rise.  Spot  markel 
prices  of  both  Chinese  and  Japanese  natural 
menthol  at  six-monthly  intervals  are  giver 
in  the  following  table  : —

Prices  of  Crude  Drugs 

The  upward  swing  in  the  prices  of  crude 
drugs,  which  has  characterised  previous 
war  years,  was  considerably  less  prominent 
during  1943.  An  examination  of  the  current 
rates  with  those  ruling  at  the  end  of  1942 
shows  that  while  some  items  are  higher,  the 
increases  are  without  particular  significance ; 
a  few  crude  drugs  have  changed  little  and 
others  are  actually  lower.  Some  compara- 
tive spot  prices  are  given  overleaf. 

General  business  in  crude  drugs  con- 
tinued throughout  the  year  on  a  quiet 
steady  note,  most  of  the  orders  being  of  a 
routine  character  emanating  from  regular 
home  trade  consumers.  The  quantities 
involved  were  usually  quite  modest,  as  the 
tight  supply  position  precluded  any  business 
on  a  large  scale.  Export  trade  was  little  in 
evidence.  Some  useful  additions  to  supplies 
were  provided  during  the  year  by  the  good 
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yields  from  English  herb  crops,  especially 
of  such  items  as  belladonna,  hyoscyamus 
and  /digitalis,  and  to  a  lesser  extent,  of 
aconite,  chamomile,  dill  and  valerian.  A 
few  perfume-bearing  plants  were  also 
grown.  With  the  addition  of  the  consider- 
able range  of  wild  medicinal  plants  collected

under  the  auspices  of  the  Directorate  of 
Medical  Supplies,  this  home  source  of  crude 
drugs  possibly  prevented  what  might  have 
become  a  serious  shortage  of  essential 
medicinal  raw  materials. 


Important  Developments  in  Essential  Oils 

The  essential  oils  trade  in  1943  underwent 
one  of  the  most  important  developments  in 
its  long  history  by  the  introduction  of  a 
comprehensive  war-time  scheme  of  control 
(C.  &>  D.,  May  29,  1943,  p.  557)  operated 
under  joint  official  and  trade  auspices.  The 
scheme  is  divided  into  two  main  sections 
covering  both  importation  and  distribution 
of  essential  oils  from  United  States,  Empire 
and  foreign  sources.  Essential  oils  distri- 
buted under  the  scheme  are  divided  amongst 
users  in  different  trades  normally  using 
these  materials,  according  to  proportions 
determined  by  the  Ministry  of  Food. 
Reception  of  the  scheme  throughout  the 
trade  was  good,  it  being  generally  recog- 
nised that  a  reasonable  attitude  had  been 
adopted  by  official  quarters  to  the  intricate 
problems  involved.  Publication  of  a  list  of 

.  prices  for  controlled  essential  oils  soon 
followed  the  introduction  of  the  scheme, 
and  it  was  noted  that  the  figures  quoted 

•  bore  little  resemblance  to  those  currently 


required  for  supplies  of  "free"  oils.  For  a 
time,  therefore,  it  was  possible  to  purchase 
certain  essential  oils  at  widely  different 
rates,  but  latterly,  owing  to  diminishing 
supplies  and  complete  lack  of  replenish- 
ments, the  "free"  market  lost  much  of  its 
importance.  A  good  deal  of  the  credit  for 
the  success  of  the  essential  oils  scheme  is 
due  to  the  work  of  the  Advisory  Committee 
appointed  by  the  various  trade  interests 
concerned,  including  representatives  of 
importers,  distributors  and  the  principal 
using-industries.  Little  change  has  occurred 
during  the  year  among  the  synthetics  and 
isolates,  many  of  which  have  been  in 
extremely  meagre  supply.  Oils  and  fats 
have  remained  under  the  control  of  the 
Ministry  of  Food,  and  price  changes  have 
been  announced  from  time  to  time  through- 
out the  year. 

EXPORT  CONTROL 

The  Board  of  Trade  announces  that  it 
has  issued  the  Export  of  Goods  (Control) 
(No.  10)  Order,  1943  (S.  R.  &  O.,  1943, 
No.  1 71 7),  the  chief  effect  of  which  is  to 
consolidate  previous  export  control  orders. 
The  new  Order  comes  into  force  on  January 
15,1944.  Under  the  Order,  the  former  general 
headings  in  respect  of  chemical  plant  are 
superseded  by  specified  items.  The  clause 
under  which  samples  of  any  goods  exported 
as  sample  packets  may  be  exported  without 
licence  has  been  modified  to  exclude  seeds 
and  to  restrict  the  arrangement  to  trade 
samples  of  no  saleable  value.  The  Order 
also  adds  Corsica  to  the  list  of  countries 
and  territories  to  which  the  export  of  all 
goods  is  controlled.  The  existing  licensing 
requirements  in  respect  of  chemical  plant 
have  been  withdrawn,  but  the  Order  extends 
control  to  cover  autoclaves,  centrifugals 
and  hydro-extractors,  digesters  and  emulsi- 
fiers,  and  in  addition  the  items  relating  to 
certain  goods  have  been  modified.  The  item 
relating  to  oils,  fats  and  greases  has  been 
replaced  as  follows:  "Oils,  including  sul- 
phated  (sulphonated)  oils,  fats  and  greases, 
not  specified  elsewhere  in  this  Schedule,  and 
mixtures  (other  than  medicinal  prepara- 
tions) wholly  or  mainly  of  such  oils,  fats  or 
greases."  The  note  relating  to  export 
control  on  amino  and  other  basic  organic 
compounds  has  been  deleted,  but  the 
Schedule  has  been  amended  to  specify  the 
salts  of  such  compounds ;  in  the  case  of 
certain  chemical  preparations  which  pre- 
viously appeared  in  the  Schedule  under 
both  the  BP.  name  and  a  brand  name,  the 
latter  has  been  deleted.  Copies  of  the  Order 
are  now  available. 
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"Spot  quotations  for  pharmaceutical  chemicals,  crude  drugs  and  essential  oils  represent 
the  prices  for  wholesale  quantities  of  standard  quality.  C.i.f.  quotations  do  not  include 
marine  war  risk  insurance  and  other  abnormal  charges  payable  in  the  present  emergency

During  the  few  days  the  markets  have 
been  open  since  our  last  report,  business  in 
most  directions  has  been  of  little  conse- 
quence.

Powder  Used  in  Mastitis. — S.  W . — The 
information  you  have  given  us  is  insuffi- 
cient for  us  to  identify  the  powder  with  any 
certainty.  If  the  animal  is  a  lactating  cow 
and  the  mastitis  of  streptococcal  origin, 
the  powder  may  be  sulphanilamide,  but 
there  are  a  number  of  proprietary  remedies 
for  mastitis  and  your  powder  may  be  one. 

Cordial  for  Calves. —  H.  S. — The  following 
formula  for  a  peppermint  cordial  is  taken 
from  "Veterinary  Counter  Practice": —

Ants  in  a  Bakehouse. —  H.   W.   G. — A 

difficulty  in  dealing  with  ants  where  food- 
stuffs are  handled  is  that  strong-smelling 
substances  are  precluded.  You  might  try 
borax,  either  alone  or  mixed  with  powdered 
cloves  in  the  same  proportion ;  the  powder 
is  sprinkled  where  the  ants  congregate.  An 
alternative  method  is  the  use  of  a  trap.  A 
moist  sponge  previously  soaked  in  weak 
syrup  is  placed  near  the  runs.  When  the 
trap  is  crowded  it  is  placed  in  hot  water, 
the  insects  destroyed,  and  the  trap  re-set. 

Propylene  Glycol. — C.  G.  —  Information 
on  the  use  of  propylene  glycol  as  a  pro- 
tective spray  against  influenza  is  scanty  up 
to  the  present.  Dilutions  appear  to  have 
been  used  in  America  as  aerosols  and 
bactericidal  sprays.  In  this  country  the 
matter  is  being  investigated  by  the  Medical 
Research  Council,  but  no  reports  have  yet 
been  issued.  There  are  practically  no  stocks 
of  propylene  glycol  in  this  country,  and 
what  small  supplies  there  are  are  held 
subject  to  official  permits. 

Strychnine  Incompatibility. — P.  O. — The 
10  minims  of  liq.  strych.  to  the  ounce  which 
you  have  in  this  mixture  brings  the  strych- 
nine, in  the  presence  of  bromides,  iodides 
and  alkalis,  within  the  danger  zone.  We 
therefore  think  it  would  be  correct  to 
regard  the  mixture  as  having  a  dangerous 
incompatibility.  Even  with  every  precau- 
tion, you  are  liable,  in  the  course  of  time, 
to  get  a  fine  deposit  of  insoluble  strychnine^ 
bromide,  with  the  danger  of  an  overdose 
occurring  in  the  last  dose.  The  B.P.C. 
states:  "When  more  than  8  minims  of 
liq.  strych.  is  ordered  in  one  fluid  ounce 
of  water  with  the  usual  incompatibles, 
strychnine  is  liable  to  be  precipitated." 
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Stirring  an  Emulsion 

Sir, — I  should  like  to  add  to  your  reply 
to  E.  G.  re  the  direction  of  stirring  (C.  &>  D., 
December  18,  1943,  p.  632).  You  lend  sup- 
port to  the  theory  that  stirring  in  one  direc- 
tion is  necessary  in  making  emulsions.  Like 
many  old  theories,  this  one  dies  hard. 
Some  time  ago  we  thoroughly  investigated 
the  matter,  making  emulsions  with  one- 
directional  stirring,  either  clockwise  or  anti- 
clockwise. We  then  made  the  emulsion, 
stirring  first  one  way  and  then  the  other. 
We  found  no  difference,  either  in  the  rate 
of  emulsification,  fineness  of  emulsion,  or 
permanence,  though  the  resulting  emulsions 
were  examined  under  the  miscroscope  and 
tested  in  every  possible  way.  The  important 
thing  is  to  get  the  primary  emulsion  perfect ; 
then  the  direction  of  stirring  does  not 
matter.

The  Society  and  the  C.P.W.C. 

Sir, — I  have  read  Sylwiad's  letter  (see 
C.  &  D.,  December  4,  1943,  p.  582)  and  Mr. 
Linstead's  reply  (December  ii,  p.  608) 
concerning  the  above  topic.  In  my  opinion 
it  is  time  the  retail  subcommittee  of  the 
C.P.W.C.  took  a  firmer  hand  in  the  replace- 
ment of  younger  pharmacists  for  the  Forces. 
Its  present  method  of  working  is  surely 
wide  open  to  abuse  by  all  parties  concerned 
be  they  so  inclined.  At  present  an  employer 
can  be  as  fussy  as  in  peace-time  in  his  choice 
of  a  replacement,  knowing  that  until  he 
cares  to  fix  up  with  someone  he  can  retain 
his  existing  staff.  On  the  other  hartd,  di- 
rected applicants  for  replacement  vacancies 
can  ensure  staying  on  where  they  are,  by 
demanding  very  high  salaries  or  impossible 
accommodation.  I  have  heard  of  one  man 
who  in  his  letter  of  application  wanted  to 
know  what  sort  of  house  would  be  provided 
for  his  wife  and  family,  and  if  it  had  got  a 
garden,  also  what  the  local  schools  were 
like,  as  he  had  three  children  of  school  age. 
Wouldn't  it  be  silly  if  the  man  he  was 
going  to  replace  wrote  a  similar  letter  to  his 
future  commanding  -officer?  The  sub- 
committee is  presumably  an  expert  body 
in  full  possession  of  the  facts  in  each  case ; 
why  then  does  it  not  direct,  to  the  best  of 
its  ability,  the  right  man  into  the  right 
place,  giving  him  as  an  alternative  the 


option  of  being  dealt  with  by  the  Ministry 
of  Labour  and  National  Service  in  the 
ordinary  way.  Time  limits  could  be 
imposed  in  each  case  and  minimum  salaries 
fixed.  Only  when  these  or  similar  steps  are 
taken  will  employers  and  applicants  for 
replacement  vacancies  sit  up  and  take 
notice  that  the  C.P.W.C.  really  means 
business.
